Chiefs Declare Palmer’s 
Opinion Subjects Nation 
to Myriad Evasions. 


Washington, March 9.—Reform or- 
ganizations shortly will consider 
measures tO make national prohi- 
bition more éffective-according to 
E. G. Dinwiddie, representative of 
several such societies in the capi- 
tal. 

Dinwiddie said prohibition en- 
forcement by the new administra- 
tion and recent liberal interpreta- 
tions of the Volstead act will be 
discussed at a. meeting of the na- 
tional legislative council, to be held 
soon, This body is made up of a score 
Or more reform societies. Dinwiddie 
indicated changes in the Volsteaa 
law might be sought, and that an 
attempt would be made to put en- 
forcement under direction of the de- 
partment of justice, instead of the 
treasury department. - 

The latest ruling from the de- 
Partment of justice on prohibition 
holds that the law given no power 
to the commissioner of internal rev- 
enue or other enforcement officers 
to limit the number of permits that 
may be issued for the manufacture 
or sale of liquor for medicinal.per- 
Poses. The decision bears the sig- 


fiature of A. Mitchell’ Paimer;- put ** 


has just been made publia Ah- 
other opinion by Palmer held that 
beer, like wine. may bé prescribed 
in quantities deemed necessary by 
physicians. 

Opision of Palmer. 

“I am constrained to the view that 
the commissioner and the secretary 
of the treasury are without author- 
ity to limit the number of permits 
to be issued for the manufacture 
or sale of liquor for medicinal pur- 
poses within a particular section 
upon the sole ground that a given 
umber will be sufficient,” said 
Palmer’s opinion. 

Palmer explained he found in the 
law no intention to limit the num- 
ber of permits either for manufac- 
ture or sale, and argued that if 
such a limitation were imposed, it 
would be in effect an amendment of 
the statute and not a mere regula- 
tion to carry it out. 

Internal Revenue Commissioner 
Williams said regulations based on 
the ruling will be prepared at van 
early date. 

Wayne B.-Wheeler, general coun- 
sel of the Anti-Saloon league, de- 
clared that unless the opinion that 
beer may be used for medicinal! pur- 
poses is over-ruled, congress should 
amend the law. He pointed out 
that in 39 states its use is already 
impossible. 

Ne Beer Intended. 

““‘The construction of the Volstead 
act by Former Attorney General 
Palmer permitting the prescribing 

beer as a medicine is not in ac- 


eord with the purpose of the law,” 


said Wheeler. “The law author- 
izes the prescribing of whisky, but 
only one-half pint in ten days with 
proper safeguards. It was never 
intended that beer should bé pre- 
scribed as a medicine. 

“None of the state prohibition 
codes allow the prescribing Of beer, 
ef congress clearly did not intend 
to legalize what the state laws pro- 
hibit. Unless the opinion is over- 
ruled congress should amend the 
law. It is difficult, of course, to 
overrule it because the government 
and the brewers are on the same 
side of the case and there is no one 
to contest it unless the new attor- 
ney general overrules the opinion. 

“Fortunately, is opinion can 


only affect a small mber of states. 
Thirty-nine states now prohibit 
what the attorney general’s opinion 
would otherwise legalize. Unless 
the prohibition unit guards the 
manufacture of it well in the few 
states to which the ruling applies, 
it will result in all kinds of evasions 
of the law.”

Some years ago the a tax rate was reduced from 
$1.50 on the $100 of assessed valuation to $1.25. It was 
done without discussion and without consideration of its 
effect. “Tax reduction” sounded good—and it went 
through as a charter amendment, 

It was an experiment, and from that day to this the 
city has been “robbing Peter to pay Paul” to make ends 
meet. The only way that it has been possible, even in a 
measure, for it to meet its absolutely imperative demands 
for improvements has beeh by resorting” to frequent 
“emergency” tax levies, as authorized by the charter. 

This year council,-over the protest of The Constitu- 
‘tion, which urged a great bond issue as the best method 
of getting the city on its feet, resorted to the usual “emer- 
gency tax” expedient, levying a tax of $1.70, going 45c on 
the $100 above the city’s charter limitation. 

Time and again for years The Constitution has urged 
that the charter be amended by restoring the $1.50 tax 
rate, and making that the topnotch to which the city 
could go. This had been the rate under which the city 
had made its greatest growth, and, compared with mu- 
nicipal tax rates the country over, it was most reasonable. 

For years The Constitution has been urging the city 
to use its bonding credit to make imperative. improve- 
ments which it found it could not do with the use of cur- 
rent income. 

When council this year authorized the $1.70 “emer- 
gency tax” expedient, The Constitution protested to the 
limit of its ability, and this protest met instantaneous re- 


sponse throughout the city. 

\- The finance committee of council was finally brought 
to The Constitition’s position, reporting to council in_ 
favor of the bond issue. ° | | 

The mayor appeared in. person at the meeting of 
council to combat the report of the committee and the 
attitude of The Constitution. He said some yery unkind 
and some very unjust things about The Constitution, 
declaring its“ advocacy of the bond issue was really-a~ 
thrust at the publie schools, which, abqve-all other things 
in Atlanta, have been closer to The Constitution’s heart 
than any other department of the city’s activities. 

The mayor declared that it was impossible ‘to secure 
public approval of a bond isue; that other efforts along 
that line had been defeated, and that the only possible 
remedy was.through an “emergency tax” levy, which was 
better and less expensive than a bond issue. 

Both of The Constitution’s esteemed newspaper con- 
temporaries took the same position, indorsing the attitude 
of ‘the mayor and calling upon council to stand by the 
“emergency tax” levy as the only way to meet the sit- 
uation. 

But The Constitution had faith in Atlanta—more than 
that, it had faith in the justness and the wisdom of its con- 
tention that Atlanta, like all other cities of its class, should 
let posterity pay at least a part of the obligations assumed 
for posterity. 

_ Council finally reversed its attitude and submitted the 
bond issue to the people, coupling with it the assurance 
that if the bonds were authorized the emergent tax levy 
would be repealed. 

Coupled with the bond proposition was the restoration 
of the tax rate to the old $1.50 basis, with the understand- 
ing that the proceeds from 2§c of this levy should be de- 
voted exclusively to the sinking fund obligation of the 
bond issue, thus paying off the entire issue in thirty years 
and leaving the proceeds from $1.25 of the tax rate to ~ 
apply to the city’s current obligations. This pays for the 
entire bond issue at a rate of_only $1.50 against the 


emergency rate of $1.70, and it gives the city $8,850,000 
for. improvements. 

In justice to’ our two esteemed contemporaries, we 
are glad to say that they got warmly behind the amended 
plan, giving it just as cordial support as The Constitution. 

The mayor and council did likewise, and very soon 
it developed that whatever were the differences on other 
questions, the whole city wa$ never before back of any 
proposNion as unitedly as it was back of the position for 
which The Cortstitution has been contending so earnestly 
and for so long. Fortunately, the direction of the cam- 
paigg’ fell into the hands of Frank M. Inman, with Mrs.

Take Customs Houses, 

Tirard’s first move, even before a 
definite plan had been submitted or 
approved by the supreme council, 
although it was taken, probably, 
with allied sanction according to a 
previously arranged plan, was to 
place the German customs houses, 
including their entire personnel, 
under the direction of his own 
agents. Acting for the commission, 
he also ordered the sealing up of all 
customs receipts, whether for ex- 
ports or imports. . 

After a conference with the police 
and authorities at Dusseldorf, Gen- 
eral Gaucher, who is in cOmmand 
at that point, announced that Gen- 
ral Degoutte had no objections to 
the helding of theprovincial land- 
tag of March 13, as scheduled, pro- 
vided no addresses bearing on the 
allied \occupation were delivered.

ror, is talking fight’and fight to 
a finish. 

“You can say that I'll stand up 
for my rights,” said Mr. Barrett 
Wednesday “and by rights I should 
be police commissioner of the fifth 
ward. I’ve been in conference with 
my friends all day as to what meth- 
od we'll use in having Maddox 
ousted from the office té& ich he 
isn't entitled by justice, rgyme or 
reason. We didn’t care to inaugu- 
rate this fight until after the bond 
election was over, but we're ready 
to fight now and ready to fight 
to a finish. 

“The only thing we've got to 
determine just at this time, is the 
méthod of procedure. Whether we 
will make our fight in council, 
whether it will be before the ordi- 
nary, or whether it will be by quo 
warranto proceedings Un superior

Would Have Hurt Bonds, 

On every side the sentiment was 
expressed that had this incident 
occurred two weeks before the bond 
election that as worthy as the 
cause was that bonds would have 
suffered greatly by the incident of 
Monday.

Perhaps no citizen of Atlanta feels 
happier over the result on the bond 
election than Councilman R. A. Gor- 
don, of the eleventh ward. He was 
the father of the ordinance calling 
for the bond election, and has been 
one of its staunchest advocates. It 
was Mr. Gordon also who suggested 
—and whose suggestion was adopted 
—the passage of the emergency tax 
in advance of the bond election, with 
the understanding and agreement on 
the part of the general council that 
the emergeney tax. would be re 
scinded if the bonds passed.

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WHITE RUTHENIANS 
ON REBELLION 


Reports on Russian Revo- 
lution Conflict, But the 
Revolutionists Seem to 
Be Gaining. 


Warsaw. March 9.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.}—The White Ru- 
thenians have proclaimed their in- 
dependence from Russia, according 
to a Minsk report receivéd here 
today. 

(The Ruthenians meant probably 
are those inhabiting what is known 
as White Russia, comprising the 
southwest Russian provinces, cen- 
tering upon Minsk.) 

It is reported a limited number 
of bolshevik troops that were rush- 
ed to White Ruthenia to suppress 
the uprisings have joined the in- 
surrectionists without firing a shot. 

The Ruthenians propose to assem: 
ble a legislature in Vitebsk early in 
May, but they plan later to make 
Minsk their capital. For months 
the Ruthenians have been clamor- 
ing for a separate state and de- 
clared their independence when en- 
couraged by the news of outbreaks 
elsewhere in Russia. 


Reports Conflict. 

Copenhagen, March 9.—News of 
the Russian situation today was 
conflicting, with the latest Helsing- 
fors dispatches reporting that the 
soviet government forces had re- 
captured the fortress of Krasnoya 
Gorko and Systerbak this morning, 
and were training the big guns 
of these fortresses upon Kronstadt, 
where fires were observed. 

An infantry assault by the soviet 
troops upon Kronstadt is reported 
to have been repulsed with enor- 
mous losses to the attacking forces. 

These réports were preceded by 
claims made in Helsingfors dis- 
patches that Petrograd was in the 
hands of revolutionists. According 
to a Revel dispatch, however, the 
soviet troops recaptured the south- 
eastern suburbs of Petrograd.

Petrograd Fighting. 
,London, March ¥Y¥.—A _ Central 
News dispatch from Helsingfors, 
dated today, says fighting is con- 
tinuing in the Streets or Petrograd 
and that War Minister Trotzky and 
M. Zinoviefi, soviet governor of 
Petrograd, are reported to have 
taken refuge in the fortress of St. 
Peter. and St. Paul, Surrounded by 
a large number of protective troops. 
All attempts by the revolutiou- 
aries. to capture this fortress, the 
message says, were repulsed. 


Batum Uprising. 

_Batum, March 9.—A Bolshevik up- 
rising has broken out here. Thou- 
sands of persons, in addition to the 
allied mission and members of the 
Georgian government, are leaving. 
The bolshevik hold the railway from 
hutais to Batum. 


America Asked to Help. 

Paris, March 9.—The executive 
conimittee for former members of 
the Russian duma with headquar- 
ters here sent a cable message today 
to Boris Bakhmeteff, the Russian 
“ambassador” at Washington, to 
make representations at the state 
department on behalf of the revolu- 
tionary movement in Kronstadt and 
elsewhere. The ambassader was 
asked to explain the nature of the 
revolution and to request that food 
and other aid, on purely humanita- 
rian grounds, be sent to the scene 
directly or through the American 
Red Cross. 

Nicolai Avskentieff, president of 
the committee, told the Associated 
Press today that the committee, as 
a result of direct secret communi- 
cation established with the interior 
of Russia through Finland, was in 
a Position to state that the present 
movement was entirely different 
from all previous attacks against 
the bolsheviks. 

“I want the American people to 
know,” said M. Avskentieff, “that 
the revolution now going on is one 
organized by the people of Russia 
and that it differs in every way from 
the outbreaks of Wrangel, Kolchak, 
Denikine and Yudenitch. It is a 
declaration of the resentment of the 
Russian people against bolshevism. 
The present phase of it may be put 
down by the brutal force of the bol- 
sheviki, but a nationa-wide revolu- 
tion is sure to come in April or 
May. We believe this is the be- 
ginning of the end of Bolshevism.” 


Much Suffering. 

New York, March 9.—The desper- 
ate plight of thousands of refugees 
from Russia, a large proportion of 
them children, who are flocking to 
the Balkans in urgent need of assist- 
ance, is described in messages to the 
European Relief council, made pub- 
lic here today. 

Entire families feeing from South 
Russia have overrun Siberia, one dis- 
patch said, and in other parts of the 
Balkans where the refugees are find- 
ing temporary shelter, conditions 
have been aggravated to an extent 
requiring prompt relief measures. In 
Saloniki 2'one, the council reported, 
there are five thousand Russion chil- 
dren in need of food; which is prov- 
ing difficult to supply. 


Early Settlement 
In O'Callaghan Case 
Expected by Hughes 


Washington, March 9.—Fate of 


Donal J. O'Callaghan, lord mayor 
of Cork, whose arrival in the United 
States as a stowaway, without a 
passport, occasioned an extensive 
controversy between the depart- 
ments of -state and labor as to his 
deportation before the advent of 
the new administration, may be 
pesties shortly by the department of 
state.” 

According to the status in which 
the case of O'Callaghan was left by 
the last administration, the lord 
mayor has leave to remain indef- 
initely in the United States until 
his plea for asylum as a political 
refugee has been sustained .or de- 
nied by the state department. Should 
his appeal be denied, it is expected 
that the labor department will pro- 
ceed to the execution of the order 
against him as alien seaman with- 
out a passport.

Rome, ‘March §.—Members of the 
American air mission, who will take 
‘the airship. Roma, recently -sold to 
the United States by Italy,'on a Iong 
trial trip. before ditmiantling the 
craft preparatory to shipping it to 
America, will have a party of dis- 
tinguished guests 4uring tthe filght.

ITALY PREPARING: 
70) PAY WAR DEBI 


New Italian Ambassador 
Outlines Plans for Pay- 
ment—Debt Amounts to 
$1,631,000,000. 


Washington, March 9.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Italy is prepar- 
ing through rehabilitating her inter- 
nal financial condition, setting in 
motion again the machinery of com- 
mercial relations and resuming the 


production of staples of commerce 
utilized in her foreign trade.to dis- 
charge her debt to the United States, 
Rolando Ricci, the new Italian am- 


bassador, said today in answer to 


an inquiry. The debt, according to 
the last annual report of former Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Houston, 
amounts to $1,631,000,000. 

The ambassador, in a statement, 
said: 

“The following is my precise opin- 
ion in regard to the American loans 
to Italy and the payment of said 
loans by Italy: 

Revision of Accounts. 

“Italy must, through a revision of 
accounts, ascertain the exact amount 
of her debt and then ask for a con- 
venient period of time within which 
to pay it. This condition is essen- 
tial, because otherwise it wouid be 
impossible for Italy to rehabilitate 
her financial condition, which is in 
its turn the only way whereby Italy 
can pay her debt: 

“Italy would naturally ask _ the 
preterred nation’s treatment, i. eé., 
Italy would ask that, in case of a 
cancellation or partial remittance of 
debt to any other nation, the same 
treatment be granted her. Like the 
United States, Italy entered the war 
without being forced to do so by 
any aggression, and while the na- 
tions that had been attacked were 
in very difficult straits, Italy got 
nothing out of the war except her 
natural boundaries, and such pboun- 
daries Italy conquered with her own 
military effort, which culminated 
with the victory of Vittorio Veneto. 

Is Early Problem. 

“Italy has, therefore, a political 
attitude and a Public sentiment 
which agree completely with the po- 
litical attitude and public sentiment 
of the United States. This, I think 
and hope, will facilitate my he 
here. I accepted the charge of do- 
ing this work with this understand- 
ing of the situation,” 

Altnough no intimation has come 
from the treasury of a disposition to 
discuss the yuestions involved in a 
readjustment of the indebtedness of 
the/Yallied powers to the United 
States, it is understood to be regard- 
ed by the heads of the foreign em- 
bassies here as a subject that must 
very soon be taken under consider- 
ation in order that the house ways 
and means committee and the sen- 
ate committee on finance ,may be 
in possession of facts regarding the 
probable receipts of interest on ac- 
count of these foreign debts as a 
basis for their own calculations of 
the amount of revenue that must be 
raised by tariff and internal revenue 
legislation in this country to meet 
its budget.

Potato Croquettes 


Cook quickly in salted wa- 
ter two pounds of peeled and 
quartered potatoes. AS soon 
as they seem to be cooked, 
drain them, place in front of 
the oven for a.few minutes in 
order to dry them, and then 
tilt them into a sieve lying on 
a cloth. Press them through 
the former without rubbing. 
Place the puree in a saucepan; 
season with salt, pepper and 
nutmeg; add one ounce of 
butter; stir over a brisk fire 
until the puree becomes a 
consistent paste. Take off the 
tire, complete with the yolks 
of four eggs, well mixed with 
the rest and turn the paste 
out on to a buttered dish, 
taking care to spread it in a 
rather thin layer so as to pre- 
cipitate its cooling. Butter 
the surface to prevent the 
preparation from drying. 


To make croquettes equal 
portions of this paste,. por- 
tions weighing about one and 
one-half ounces are rolled on 
a flour-dusted board in the 
shape of a cork. These are 
now dipped into a prepara- 
tion of well-worked eggs, Salt, 
pepper and a tablespoonful of 
oil or melted butter and rolled 
in bread crumbs. Plunge into 
hot fat and fry to a fine gold- 
en color.

Would Risk Life 
To See Mother 


Son of Princess Anatasia of 


Greece Only Worried 
About Her. 


New York, March 9.—Accompanied 
by a Chinese valet, who was with 
him in the wilds of Sumatra, Wil- 
liam H. Leeds, Jr., son of Princess 
Anastasia, of Greece, arrived in New 
york Wednesday’ trying to make 
up his mind whether he would re- 
main here and undergo an opera- 
tions which would save his own 
life, or hurry to the bedside of his 
mother, who is seriously ill in Ath- 
ens. 

Young Leeds, who is 17, was bit- 
ten by a poisonous insect while 
hunting in Sumatra. His arm be- 
came infected and after undergo- 
ing’ one operation admitted physic- 
ians had told him there was small 
Chance he would live unless he had 
the arm amputated. He came here 
from Los Angeles to consult medi- 
cal experts, but is more worried 
«about his mother than he is about 
himself. Speaking of his affliction 
after his arrival at the Ritz-Carl- 
mae ¥ hotel, the young millionaire 
said: 

“I did not agree with the doctors 

in their conclusion, but did submit 
to an operation by an English sur- 
geon. Ite was not very successful. 
The arm was split open and the 
bene scraped. Since starting east I 
feel considerably better. 
“My right arm still has a kink 
in it. That is due to infestion of 
the bone. Whether I shal have to 
go under another operation will 
depend upon the decision of the 
physicians in New York. 

“T had been in the jungle less 
than a week when I was overtaken 
by a high fever. Then my arm be- 
gan to swell up. I had been bit- 
ten by some kind of an insect, but 
did not notice it at the time. It 
must have been a mosquito or fly 
that had been feeding off the car- 
cass of some animal and carried 
with it the poison virus.”

Organizein Fight 
On Phone Rates 


Statewide Battle Expected 
to Follow the Resolution 


Adopted by Dealers. 


Macon, Ga., March 9$.—(Special.) 
Seventy retail grocers and meat 


dealers of Macon at a meeting to- 
night lined ‘up for a fight on-the 


increase in telephone rates in Geor- 
gia, recently granted by the rail- 
road commission. 

Besides adopting resolutions ask- 
ing the commission to reopen the 
rate hearing, and urging the trans- 
portation committee of the chamber 
of commerce to fight the-increase 
in rates, the retail grocers and 
meat dealers association instructed 
a special committee to dispatch let- 
ters to Savannah, Augusta, Atianta 
and Cartersville. to line up the gro- 
cers and those cities in the fight. 

The resolution adopted by the 
meeting follows: 

“We, the undersigned retail gro- 
cers of the city of Macon hereby 
etition you to ask for a rehearing 
efore the railroad commission of 
Georgia on the increase of tele- 
phone rates. We believe the pres- 
ent rates, which are in excess of 
war rates, are excessive.” 

A state wide fight as the result 
of the action of the local grocers 
is expected to follow. , The pre- 
war rate on a business phone was 
$5 a Vear. The rate has been in- 
creased, with permission of the 
railroad commission, to $5.60, and a 
new fTruling of the commission, ef- 
fective jin a few weeks puts the 
rate at $6.70, allowing an increase 
of $1.10.

Editor Constitution: Dr, William 
Henry Smith Williams, writing in 
Hearsts Magazine for March, re- 


marks that the election of Dr, Wil- 
liam T. F. Morton to a place in the 
Hall of Fame has been commented 
on, chiefly because Dr. Morton is 
the first physician to receive such 
recognition for medical services. 
Evidently Dr. Smith Williams 
forgets Dr. John M, Gorrie, who, at 
last reports, still had a place in the 


Hall of Fame. Dr. John M. Gorrle 
is not perhaps so widely known 
outside, although his inventions are 
in constant daily use, not only in 
the sick room, but in every eity 
andgtown throughout civilization, 
Humanity benefits a thousand times 
from his services and the boon he 
brought it to once that it benefits 
from anesthesia, 


Morton’s place in the Hall of 
Fame is hardly so well deserved as 
Dr. Williams would lead the. un- 


suspecting to believe. Willlam T, G. 
Morton did not discover anesthesia 
“i any means or agency. Anesthe- 
sia is as old as ippocrates and 
pernene antedates even that age, 
having been employed locally even 
in the atone ages, As William T. G. 
Morton did not discover anesthesia 
he could not very properly be gaid 
to hav@ conferred the boon of 
anesthesia surgery upon mankind. 


Indisputable and abundant evi- 
dence exists to prove what has 
been admitted time and again that 


Dr. Crawford Long, of Danielsville, 
Ga., in 1842 discovered surgical 
anesthesia through sulphuric 
ether and demonstrated its value 
March 30 of that year in an opera- 
tion upon James Venable. ater 
among others Dr, Long instructed 
Dr, James B. Carleton, of Athens, 
Ga., and in 1844 Dr. Carleton em- 
ployed sulphuric ether in extracting 
teeth. 

The report of the successful use 
of ether as an anesthtic circulated 
Widely and in 1844 Dr. Horace 


Wells, of Hartford, Cdnn., first used 
nitrous oxide. Morton having heard 
of Wells’ experiments, sought an- 
other agent and, at the suggestion 
of.Dr, Charles T. Jackson, who had 
heard of Dr. Long’s use of ether, 
employed ether in October, 1846. 
Morton and Jackson, with true 
yankee spirit, sought to monopolize 
the use of ether and in the contest 


and law suits that followed over 
the profits exhibited none of the 
Spirit of philanthropy and beneyo- 
lence displayed by Dr. Long. In 
1854 Dr. Jackson frankly admitted 
Long’s priority of discovery and 
use Of ether as an anesthetic agent. 
In 1861 Dr, Jackson in The Boston 
Medical and Surgical Journal pub- 
licly and widely Bave full credit to 
Dr. Long for the discovery of 
anesthetic ether. The Journal of 
‘the American Medical association in 
M915, after a careful survey, con- 
ceded thas no doubt remained as to 
Long’s priority. 

The panegyric Dr. Smith Williams 
has written belongs to -Dr. Craw- 
ford Long, who with profound and 
philanthropic spirit sought neither 
profit or fame from his wonderful 


discovery.

HEALTH TALKS 


WEAK HEART. 

Many readers ask for information 
about “myocarditis,” butIam unable 
to make a satisfactory reply to such 
questions, because this term is very 
generally inclusive in significance, 
and although it means _ literally 
“heart muscle inflammation” it 
stands practically for “weak heart.” 

Aside from certain acute involve- 
ments of the muscle of the heart 
as a complication of the infectious 
diseases (typhoid fevet, pneumonia, 
influenza, etc.) the general mean- 
ing of myocarditis is rather de- 
generation than inflammation of the 
muscle of the heart, and as a rule 
this is stcondary to disease of the 
arteries, euetign taste disease of the 
arteries which supply biood to the 
heart muscle itself. These arteries 
(called the coronary arteries— 
though not because they particu- 
larly interest the coroner) are some- 
times involved jong before the rest 
of the arterial system in arterios- 
clerosis or in arterial d/sease caused 
by syphilis, and when thickened 
and disedsed they naturally do not 
convey the blood required to main- 
tain the nutrition of the heart mus- 
cle, wherefore the mwyiscle under- 
goes some degenerative change and 
the victim has “myocarditis.” In 
fact, more or less degeneration of 
the heart muscle inevitably accom. 
panies hardening of the arteries. 
That is one reason why it is im- 
possible to give a satisfactory an- 
swer in a letter to the question, 
“What is myocarditis and what can 
be done for it?” 

Conditions which cause or main- 
tain an abnormally high blood pres- 


sure obViously overwork the heart, 
and the overworked heart, if its 
muscle be impaired through poor 
blood supply, is likely to yleld un- 
der any sudden strain, such as an 
attack of influenza or an unwonted 
physica] effort inspired by some 
emergency. It is still as true as 
ever, notwithstanding occasional 
excathedra utterances of politician- 
health officers, that many a man 
eats himself to death. 

The symptoms—will be set forth 
in tempting array here when this 
newspaper becomes an almanac. 

Myocarditis does not mean that 
sudden death is in store for the vic- 
tim. Thousands of men with myo- 
carditis are living fairly active lives 
and keeping up their regular occu- 
pations, by taking extraordinary 
care of themselves and seeking the 
counsel and advice of their physi- 
cians at regular intervals even 
though they are not quite sick-a- 
bed, 

Signs of possible—I do not say 
probable—impairment of the heart, 
which should certainly call for the 
guidance of one’s physician, are (1) 
an appreciable falling off in physi- 
cal and mental efficiency; (2) an 
unwonted loss of good memory; (3) 
undue breathlessness or shortntss 
of breath on moderate exertion 
which formerly caused no diffi- 
culty; (4) more or less persistent 
cough or bronchial trouble, and (5) 
restless sleep or insomnia. Such 
developments in an individual over 
the age of 30, or one of any age 
who has had syphilis, should lead 
to careful physical examination by 
a good physicign.

I am 14 years old. The schools 
of our town have an annual field 
day and I should like to enter for 
the endurance run. Will you please 
tell me how [| should train for it? 
(B. L.) 

ANSW ER—My boy, don't attempt 
to train for such a contest. Not till 
you are at least 18 years old. Go in 
for standing broad jump, high 
jump and short sprints. That en- 
durance run puts’ altogether’ too 
strenuous a demand on the heart 
for a young growing boy.

How can white coating be removed 
from the tongue? (D. J.) 

ANSW ER—Insufficient mastica- 
tion is the usual cause of coated 
tongue. Very ill patients do not 
masticate at all. and have heavily 
coated tongue, Regurgitation, con- 
scious or unconscious, of material 
from the intestine or stomach is a 
common factor of slight coating on 
the back of the tongue. The rem- 
edy is mastication, and the liberal 
use of foods calling for mastica- 
tion, and diminished use of predi- 
gested, denaturized, namby-pamby, 
unmasticable foods. tng 

Sleeping Partners. 

Ig it harmful for a child aged 
years to sleep with her mother aged 
50 or with her grandmother aged 
78? (J. P.) 

ANSWER—Yes. Just as harmful 
as it is for her mother or grand- 
mother to sleep with the child. Each 
disturbs the other’s rest, breathes 
the fresh air the other should have, 
and gives or takes any communica- 
ble disease the other has. 

Impure Blood. 

I am a woman aged 48, and for 
a year I have suffered with car- 
buncles on my arms and shoulders. 
Is this the effect of impure blood, 
or has my age something to do 
with it? (Mrs. 8S. & A.) 

ANSWER—If the blood is impure 
it is rather the result, than a cause, 
of the carbuncles. “Impure blood” 
explains nothing, except a quack’s 
desire to sell some worthless treat- 


ment. A woman’s age has no more 
to do with her health or ailments 


fthan a man’s or a child's has with 


his.

‘Reports from the white 
house this afternoon are that the 
Mexican ambassadorship will go to 
R. B. Creager, of Brownsville, 
Texas, who is now in the city and 
was a breakfast guest of the presi- 
dent one day this week, 

Mr. Creager was vice chairman 
of the Texas republican gtate com- 
mittee during the campaign, and 
was one of the speakers who sec- 
onded Mr, Harding’s nomination at 
Chicago. He is said to be partie- 
ularly well informed on the Mexi- 
can situation, and to be in accord 
with the president as to the policy 
to be pursued by this administra- 
tion with respect to the Obregon 
government, 


Within the next few days it Is) 


said that the president will make 
public his attitude with regard to 
Mexico. It is believed that the 
Harding administration will ap- 
proach the question on the basis of 
the policy laid down by the Fall 
commission’s report. 

In this matter the United States 
{is expected to demand guarantees 
of protection for American lives 


and property in Mexico, and will 
accept mo other alternative.

Palmer Decisions “Wet.” 

The last two decisiong of ex-at- 
torney General A, Mitchell Palmer 
affecting Volstead act enforcement 
have precipitated volcanieg action in 
ultra-dry circles, so much so that 
the supreme court may be appealed 
to. The ‘opinions were made and 
signed by the outgoing attorney 
general on the third day of March, 
less than 24 hours before the ex- 
Piration of his term, and hence, 
have been made _publie only since 
the inauguration of the new attor- 
ney general. 

One opinion authorizes the manu- 
facture and sale of beer carrying 
aS much as 5 per cent alcohol for 
medicinal purposes in states not 
bone-dry prior to the enactment of 
the eigfihteenth amendment. The 
other, made publie today, is to the 
effect that the secretary of the 
treasury and the commissioner of 
internal reventie are without author- 
ity to limit the number of permits 
that may be issued for the man- 
facture of whisky, wine or beers, 
nor may the number of wholesale or 
retail establishments permitted to 
sell such goods be limited under 
the present law. 

This is the most sweeping opin- 
lon that has been rendered since 
the passage of the Volstead act, and 
completely removes all restrictions 
placed upon the sale of alcoholic 
liquors for medicinal purposes. 
These opinions were made person- 
ally by the retiring attorney gen- 
eral, who is considered one of the 
ablest constitutional lawyers in the 
country. and prominent attorneys 
in Washington say today that the 
opinions are based absolutely upon 
thelaw,and are from an impartial] 
legal standpoint, entirely impreg- 
nable. ; 

It will be recalled that several 
opinions that were regarded as ex- 
tremely favorable totheultra “drys” 
by the de- 
partment of justice. It subsequent- 
became known that they were 
made by Mrs. Annette Abbott 
‘Adams,. assistant attorney general, 
charged with miscellaneous work. 
and specifically with internal rev- 
enue matters, These oOpinons cre- 
ated a furore of criticism through- 
out the country, particularly when 
it became known that Mrs, Adams 
was to become a member of the 
legal staff of the Anti-Saloon 
league upon her retirement from the 
department of justice. Therefore, 
in the final opinions delivered b 
the department, Mr. Palmer too 
them in charge personally, and 
passed upon them according to his 
own interpretation iP 5 the law. 


Root Peace Envoy, 

It became known today that 
President Harding hag requested 
Elihu Root, of New York, to serve 
the government and the nation in 
assisting to shape the policy of the 
United States toward Europe in 
conjunction with the poupenre in- 
ternational court of justice, 

It is assumed, therefore, that Mr. 
Root will elther go abroad at the 
head of an American mission, or 
become the American representative 


at an international] conference of 
diplomats to be held in this coun- 
try. 

»It is known that the Harding ad- 
ministration is working definitely 
upon a Plan to bring all of the al- 
lies together, looking to 4n asso- 
ciation of nations, not dissimlar to 
the league of nations, but, of course, 
under a different name and without 
assuming responsibility for those 
features of the league that were 
most severely attacked on the floor 
of the senate. 

It is understood, too, that there 
will be several other prominent 
Americans associated with ‘Mr. Root 
in the international mission, and 
the whole will work, not oniv in 
conjunction with the United States 
senate, but in thorough co-ordina 
tion, with the American diplomats 
assigned to the allied nations. 

The selection of Elihu Root for 
this important mission, has been 
Jong forecasted, by reason of his 
‘thorough study of the problem, ani 
of his experience of several months 
last summer in Europe, in connec- 
tion with the organization of the 
international court of justice. 

There is a remarkably close 
friendship between Mr. Root and 
Secretary Hughes, and the selection 
of Root has been made by the pres- 
ident only after @ thorough under- 
standing with his premier. Instead 
of friction, therefore, there {!s ab- 
solute harmony of action between 
the executive and hig secretary 0!

Total Net Disbursements 
of. Special War Funds 
Placed at $114,967,770 by 


Former President. 


Washington, March 9.—It will re- 
quire at least three months for the 
treasury department to submit an 
itemized statement showing detail- 
ed expenditures under the $150.000,- 
000 special war funds, set aside for 
use by the president. Such a state- 
ment was calied for in a resolution 
adopted two weeks ago by the house. 
During the discussion of the reso- 
lution members evinced particular 
interest in the detailed expenses of 
the “American peace commission at 
Paris. 

In the report transmitted by Pres: 
ident Wilson previous to adjourn- 
ment of congress, and made public 
today, total net disbursements were 
placed at $114,967,770. It was stated 
that there was an unallotted baiance 
of about $12,000.000 and that ap- 
proximately $23,000,000 had been car- 
ried to the surplus fund. 

The president sent to the house a 
letter from the secretary of the 
treasury saying: 

“In view of the fact that the dis- 
bDursements represent for the most 
part advances of funds for disburs- 


| ing officers upon accountable war- 


rants, it cannot be said that the fig- 
ures are final or that they necessar- 
ily represent actual expenditures. 
In order to determine actua! ex- 
penditures out of funds advanced 
on accountable warrants it is of 
course necessary to examine and set- 
tle the accounts of the disbursing 
officers voncerned. The auditor for 
the state and other departments 
who eXamines the accounts of the 
disbursing officers concerned ad- 
vises that it will take about three 
months to complete the examina- 
tion.” 

Much of the fund allotted the state 
department was for use in Russia, 
including $5.000,000 fer the civilian 
population in the Archange] dis- 
trict and $1,500,000 for operation and 
maintenance of the trans-Siberian 
and Chinese Eastern railways. 

B. M. Baruch, a technical adviser 
to the peace mission, was allotted 
$150,000 for- expenses. 

The shipping board was allotted 
$27,000,000 for purchase and repair 
of German and Austrian -vessels. 

The treasury said in its letter ac- 
companying the report that the prin- 
cipal accounts of the war appro- 
priations were in a number of, cases 
reimbursed in whole or in part and 
that the amounts of allotments so 
restored were available for reallot- 
ment. In this way each account 
operated after the manner of a re- 
volving fund. Allotments excecded 
total appropriation but actual 
disbursements were less.

Called ‘upon for a statement as to 
thé possibility of a restoration of 
train service on the Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham and Atlantic railroad, Vice 
President J. L. Edwards declared 
that he could make no prediction as 
to when freight and passenger serv- 
ice would be resumed.
